credentials are questioned until the mat 
ter has been examined into by the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections an 
the Senate cornea to a decision touching 
the recommendations of the committee's 
report. 
Democratic politioiana are do 


ing their best to patch up n truce will 
the opponents of the different Senators 
whose seats it is understood will be con 
tested. The affidavits which, it 'is al 
legetl, have been filed affecting the 
election of Senator Hearst, are said to 
come from an unexpected quarter, anc 
are based upon the conversation wbicl 
he was reported to have been a party to 
at Chamberlain's, in this city, wherein 
the Senator has been quoted as saying 
that while his election cost him a good 
sized pile of money, ho was determined 
to "scratch his name as Senator." 


In ths West Virginia case the fight ii 


wholly among the Democrats, and the 
members of that party are afraid the 
fight will be continued in the nest Leg 
islatnre, which is to elect a successor to 
Senator Kenna. Lucas still claims to 
be Senator-elect by'virtue of his ap 
pointment by the Governor of his State 
the certificate of which he holds, while 
Faulkner has no certificate, though 
chosen by the Legislature. The ques 
tions involved in the case, as to whether 
or not the Legislature had a right to 
choose him when it did, ia a new one in 
the history of Senatorial contests. 
It is 


not known how it will be settled, though 
Faulkner's friends are confident. Lu 
oas has been here and demanded of the 
Public Printer the removal of certain 
employes, alleged to have beeu given 
places on the recommendation of Faulk- 
ner. 
From present appearances the 


breach within the ranks of West Vir 
ginia Democracy cannot be healed, and 
there is a good chance for the election 
of a Republican in place of Kenna by 
the next Legislature to be elected. 


The charges against Hearst are said 


to emanate from his own party, which, 
U true, leaves the Indiana case the only 
one where a contest is made by the Re- 
publicans for the seat. It is fair to 
presume that all three States will lack 
their full representation in the Senate 
during the early part, at least, of the 
coming session.

Wm. H.Mills, Esq., Land Agent ol 


the C. P. B. B. Co., wrote a very sig- 
nificant letter to B. L. Fulton, of this 
place, which was published in the Ga- 
zette on the 9tb instant, fie asserts and 
claims, in behalf of the Company, that 
the grant from the General Government 
is a sufficient muniment of title, with- 
out & patent, to protect the Company in 
its rights to all the odd sections of land 
within the railroad grant limit, and that 
the Company IB entitled to the posses- 
sion of these sections. 


To sustain the position taken, Mr. 


Mills appends to his letter the instruc- 
tions given by Judge Henderson, in the 
First Judicial District,Territory of Utah, 
in • case in which the question of the 
Railroad's title was involted. The Court 
clearly held that on filing with the Sec- 
retary of the Interior a map of definite 
looation of the line of the railroad, show- 
ing the route, the title of all odd num- 
bered MMfiona, on either side of the 
railroad within twenty miles thereof, 
p***ed and Tested in the railroad com- 
pany. Tiiii beinfg so, the Company un- 
doubtedly has property in then land* 


which snakes all of them subject to taxa 
tion the same as the lands of any othe 
corporation or those of an individna 
As evidence of the Company bavin 
property in them, it is selling tracl 
agreeing to give the legal title when tb 
patents are obtained, and leasing od 
sections to atoekmen who Reek them 
because it gives them the control no 
only of the railroad lands, but the ad 
joining sections which belong to th 
Government. 
If the Railroad Compan 


has property in these lands, which can 
not be questioned by its foes, and whio 
is claimed by its representatives, the 
are subject to taxation and should b 
taxed as any other property. Tho Sta' 
utes say "All property, of every kin 
and nature whatever, within the Stat 
shall be subject to taxation,'1 exceptin 
certain property which is exempt, an 
these are not among the exemptions. 
is not only the duty of the Assessor 
Washoe county, but in every county 
this State in which these lands are situ 
a ted, to put them at a reasonable valua 
tion, on the tax duplicate, for taxation 
The Attorney General ol Wyoming ha 
rendered an opinion as to the legalit 
of (axing lands owned by the Union Pa 
ciflo Railroad Company, for which pai 
ents have not been issued in which h 
holds these lands belonging to the TJmo 
Pacific are clearly taxable, and that th 
Assessors should go ahead and tax th 
unpatented lands at their market valu 
and that the tax could be legally co' 
leetod. If. this is the law as to the Unio 
Pacific, it is aa to the Central Pacific 
We do not desire to advocate any unjus 
taxation, nor do we propose to soree 
any who should pay taxes and do nol 
We claim that any Assessor who fails t 
have these lands represented on the ta 
duplicate is derelict ic duty. Of coursi 
the railroad will oppose this taxatio:
